Plans By Army To 
Doub le Its Troops 
Up To 13,200

WASHINGTON, Feb . 26— ijp \~ 
The army announced plans Fri- 
‘ night to doub le its Alaskan forces 
I and to maintain its troop strength 
in the Far East at the same levels 
of a year ago. 
At the same time it said U. S. 
army forces in Europe will b e 
cut slightly under the deployment 
schedule for the fiscal vear"start­ 
ing July 1. 
Under this schedule the army 
will have 127,000 men in the Far 
East, 13,200 in Alaska and 92,000 
in Europe. All told it will have 
258,000 men overseas out of 
a 
total of 677,000 allowed under the 
proposed new b udget. 
The army issued a summary of 
next fiscal year’s operations pri­ 
marily to explain how it intends 
to use its manpow^er quota deter­ 
mined b y the $15,001,000,000 b ud­ 
get ceiling President Truman set 
for the armed forces 
Dispute Repo rts 
The report, however, also serv­ 
ed to dispute pub lished rumors 
that headquarters here planned to 
cut down on American strength in 
the Far East. While it previously 
had rejected Gen Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s request 
for additional 
troops, tonight’s statement b acked 
up Secretary of the Army Royall’s 
declaration that this country in­ 
tends to stand firm along its Ori­ 
ental defense lines. 
Gen. J. Laughton Collins, army 
vice chief of staff, put fresh em­ 
phasis on this poini at a news 
conference discussion on the de­ 
ployment plans. 
Asked whether a reference to 
the “tactical mission” of U. S. 
troops in the Far East meant they 
would fight if attacked, Collins 
replied: 
“If Japan were attacked and 
our troops were the^e, they would 
certainly fight, I can assure you.” 
Collins 
declined 
to 
answer 
queries as to whether he thinks 
the 127,000 men scheduled for 
duty 
there 
provided 
adequate 
strength. 
He 
said 
the 
answer 
would “depend on a lot of condi­ 
tions.” 
The 258,000 total for overseas 
service is the same as a year ago, 
b ut the army recently reported to 
Congress that this figure fell -off 
to less than 250,000 last Novem­ 
b er 1.

CHICAGO, Feb . 26 — 
The 
nation’s railroad said Friday they 
accepted on Jan. 18 ^ presidential 
fact finding b oard’s recommenda­ 
tions for ending a 10-month dis­ 
pute with their 1,000,000 non-op­ 
erating employes. However, the 
unions turned the landings down. 
The 
presidential 
b oard, 
last 
Dec. 17, proposed a seven cents 
hourly wage increase, retroactive 
to Oct. 1, 1948, and reduction of 
weekly working hours from 48 to 
40 hours without anv loss of pay. 
The shorter work week would b e 
effective Sept. 1, 1949. 
In rejecting the recommenda­ 
tions, the sixteen unions, repre­ 
senting the workers, 
said 
they 
could b e useful only as a b asis 
for resuming negotiations with the 
carriers. 
The railroads had not stated 
their position on the report until 
today, when a statement was is­ 
sued b y the chairmen of the three 
regional committees representing 
the carriers. 
Rail spokesmen said the car­ 
riers’ statement was put out to 
refute union 
charges that the 
roads are “stalling” in the ne­ 
gotiations. 
Friday night G. E. Leighty, chair­ 


man of the unions 
committee, 
termed the carriers’ statement dis­ 
closing acceptance of the recom­ 
mendations ■ "fundamentally inac­ 
curate and mi.slcading.” 
Lei'ghty said he unions would 
not have any furtner comment 
since, he said, b oth parties had 
agreed not to *ssae such state­ 
ments. He said the carriers’ state­ 
ment was “unl'ortiinate.”

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Po st-war Av iatio n Breaks Ev ery Mark In Bo o k

WASHINGTON — iNEA) — So 
many ’ recf’rds ha\e been broken 
and so many milestones passed in 
av iation since the end of the war 
that 11 has been difficu lt to keepj 
the record book u p to date. 
There's probably no single fly ­ 
ing mark on the official books of 
the National Aeronau tic Associa-, 
tion which hasn't already been! 
broken u nofficially . 
And there 
probably isn't one that cou ldn’t 
be broken officially tomorrow if 
the right persons wanted to spend 
the $26 5 that it costs for the ju dges 
and setting u p the proper condi­ 
tions for the try . That's how’ fast 
av iation progress is today . 
It is the u nanimou s opinion of 
av iation ex perts that the cracking 
of the su personic barrier by the 
XS-1 in its flights close to" 1000 
miles per hou r is the ou tstanding 
achiev ement in fly ing since the 
Wright brothers made their first 
flight. 
Up u ntil that feat it was the 
theory of many scientists that the 
speed of sou nd — approx imately 
7 6 0 miles per hou r—w'as abou t as 
fast as it was phy sically possible 
for a plane to fly . 
Cracking this 
barrier opens u p new’ horizons in 
flight. None of the X S-l’s flights 
ha\e been 
made for “official” 
NAA records. 
Most of the NAA records since 
the war hav e been broken by 
military 
aircraft. 
The 
billions 
that the Nav .v and Air Force hav e 
spent on research is responsible 
for this. 
The Air Force holds 26 of the 
31 major international land plane 
records established by NAA. The 
British hold two of these—the al­ 
titu de record of 59,4 4 5 feet and 
the 100-kilometer record of 605 
miles per hou r for that distance. 
The U. S. Nav y holds the rec­ 
ord for the longest flight in a 
straight 
line — the 
11,000-mile 
flight of the “Tru cu lent Tu rtle” 
from Au stralia to Ohio in 194 6. 
No one has bothered to try to es­ 
tablish three of the NAA speed 
records for special distances. The 
most challenged record of all is 
the one for “max imu m speed,” 
now held by the Air Force at 67 0 
miles per hou r. 
The 
official 
transcontinental 
record for the fastest solo flight 
between Los Angeles and New 
York is held by the Air Force. It 
was made in a P-8 0 jet plane in 
194 6 by Col. W. H.. Cou ncil in 
fou r hou rs and 13 minu tes. 
His 
av erage speed was 580 miles per 
hou r. 
And the Air Force holds 
the non-solo record for that dis­ 
tance, with a B-29 fly ing it in 
194 5 in fiv e hou rs and 27 min­ 
u tes, av eraging 4 50 miles per hou r. 
None of the jet bombers hav e 
flown the official cross-cou ntry 
cou rse from Los Angeles to New 
York, althou gh the recent flights 
of the XB-4 7 and YB-4 9 from 
California to Washington in a lit­ 
tle ov er fou r hou rs were hailed 
as “records.” 
In addition to actu al speed, dis­ 
tance and altitu de marks set since 
the war there hav e been tremen­ 
dou s strides made in fly ing which 
aren’t accou nted for in the record 
book. 
Here again most of them 
hav e been accomplished by the 
serv ices. 
The Air Force ex perts rate the 
performance of the giant B-36 
bomber with a prov en range of 
ov er 8000 miles at speeds ov er 
300 rniles-per-hou r as ex tremely 
significant for national defense. 
Other post-war dev elopments in 
military fly ing inclu de perfecting 
a method of refu eling in air to 
increase the range of bombers, 
improv ements in jet engines and 
the great dev elopments in radar 
fly ing and landing aids which 
permit operation in all kinds of 
weather. 
In nav al operation the integra­ 
tion of jet planes into the regu lar 
operations of the carriers is con­ 
sidered the top post-war adv ance. 
Althou gh not qu ite as spectac­ 
u lar as 
the 
military in setting 
records, commercial 
fly ing 
has 
made great strides since the war. 
The introdu ction of the plu s DC-6 , 
the 
Constellation, 
the 
Martin 
2-0-2, the Conv air and the hu ge 
Boeing Stratocru iser are items the 
pu blic can see. 
Bu t commercial 
av iation also is responsible for a 
big share of the credit for de­ 
v eloping radio and radar land.ng
